|»83(EV-WHEREAS, the Peoples’ Liberation Army generally known 
andlts political wing, the Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), the 
jational Liberation Front (UNLF), the Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of 
(PREPAK) and its armed wing, the “Red Army”, the Kangleipak 
ist Party (KCP) and its armed wing, also called the “Red Army”, the 
jtfaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and the Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front 
(hereinafter collectively referred to as the Meitei Extremist 
l£ jtions) have the aim and objective of the formation of an independent 
by secession of Manipur State from India and have:- 


been indulging in violent activities including killing of civilians 
and security force personnel and law abiding citizens of Manipur to 
achieve their aforesaid objective; 
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ii) been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and looting of 
civilian population lor collection of funds for their Organisations; 

iii) been making efforts to establish contacts with sources abroad for 
influencing public opinion and for securing their assistance by way 
of arms and training tor the purpose of achieving their secessionist 
objective; and 

iv) been maintaining camps in neighbouring countries for the purpose 
of sanctuary, training and clandestine procurement of arms and 
ammunition; 

AND WHEREAS, the unlawful and violent activities of Meitei Extremist 
Organisations include- 

(i) involvement in 396 violent incidents in the year 2007.492 in 2008 
and 326 upto 3 I st August. 2009; 

(ii) killing of 122 persons (including 37 security forces) in the year 
2007, 94 persons (including 10 security forces) in the year 2008. 

and 48 persons (including 5 security forces) upto 31 st August, 

2009. 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government is of the opinion that for the 
aforesaid reasons activities of the Meitei Extremist Organisations are 

detrimental to the sovereignty and integrity of India and that they are unlawful 
associations; 

NOW THEREFORE, in exercise of the Dowers conferred by sub-section 
(1) ol section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), 
the Central Government hereby declares the Meitei Extremist Organisations, 
namely, the Peoples' Liberation Army generally known as PLA, and its political 
wing, the Revolutionary Peoples' front (RPF), the United National Liberation 
T ront (UNLF), the Peoples Revolutionary' Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and 
its armed wing, the Red Army", the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and 
its armed wing, also called the "Red Army", the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup 
(KYKL) and the Manipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF) along with all its 
factions, wings and front organisations, as unlawful associations; 
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ANE> WHEREAS, the Central Government is also of the opinion that if 
the unlawful activities of the Meitei Extremist Organisations are not curbed and 

controlled immediately, they will take the opportunity of- 

(i) mobilizing their cadres for escalating their secessionist, subversive, 

terrorist and violent activities; , 

(ii) propagating anti-national activities in collusion with forces 
inimical to sovereignty and integrity of India; 

(iii) indulging in increased killings of civilians and targeting of the 
police and security force personnel; 

(iv) procuring and inducting more illegal arms and ammunitions from 
across the international border; 

(v) extorting and collecting huge funds from the public for their 
unlawful activities; 

AND WHEREAS, the Central Government is further of the opinion that 
having regird to the activities of Meitei Extremist Organisations mentioned 
above, it is necessary to declare the Meitei Extremist Organisations Peoples’ 
Liberation army, generally known as the PLA, and its. political wing, the 
Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), the United National Liberation Front 
(UNLF), the Peoples’ Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its 
armed wing, the “Red Army”, the Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its 
armed wing, also called the “Red Army”, the Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) 
and the Munipur Peoples’ Liberation Front (MPLF) as ‘unlawful associations’ 
with immediate effect; and accordingly, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to sub-section (3) of section 3 of the unlawful Activities 
(Preventior ) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby directs 
that this no ification shall, subject to any order that may made under section 4 of 

the said Act, have effect from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette.
